Appeal By Wavell

Marshal Lord, Wavell, Viceroy of

Prof Pleter Eduard Verkade of 
Delft’ Technical University, Holland, 
has reported the discovery of o new 
chemical compound 4.000 times as 
FWeet as cane-sugar which promises 
far-reaching economics in food, candy 
and -beverage Industrics and = may 
help to end the worldwide — suyar 
shortage, : 

Addressing the Chicago section of 
the American Chemical Society. 
Prof Verkade said the new substance, 
which he .declared is by far the 
sweetest known ‘o man, Ia a ben- 
zene derivative. Developed during 
the war, it ls olrendy belng manu- 
fnetured in the Netherlands and has 
been used successtully as sweeten- 
ing ogent there und in several other 
Europenn countries where it 
been patented, Verkade said the 
application for an American patent 
hos been filed. He suid the chormous 
industrial potentialities of the com- 
pdéund are suggested by comparison 
with sa¢charine and dutcine which 
were the only synthetic, sweetening 
agents In proetical use until recent- 


ly. 

He sald saccharine is only 200. to 
700 times as sweet as cane sugar 
while dulcine is 70 to 250 tlmes as 
rweet, He said paryllortine, which 
ix a compound described as o per 
fume with ao taste 2,000 times ‘as 
sweet as sugar, formerly held the 
record for sweetening: power.

He is Mr Charles -G, Ross—newa- 
papermen famillarly call‘him “Char- 
fe" and none of the reference books 
gay what the “G" stunds for—so- 
called Presidential Press Sceretary, 
frlend of the Chief Exccutive since 
Niuh School days, and one of tho 
top members of that imporlint but 
unofficial body which political 
enemies term the White House “ici! 
chen cabinet". ” 

In the opinion of most experienced 
Washington observers, Mr Ross has 
one of the most unpleasant ond Icast 
rewarding posts in the Amerigan 
Government. Thouyth,.ns the Presi- 
dent's No. 1 seeretary, he ranks a3 
an important adviscr on matters of 
policy and protocol, his main task 
Js to keep the press informed about 
everybody and. everything In the 
White House. a . 

Daily Conference 

Every morning at 10,30 am.~—ox- 
cept on Sundays er when the Pres!- 
dent is ou! of town—he holds pres 
conference; ‘reporters who spend the 
day hanging. about: the White ‘House 
lobby hoping to catch and interview 
Presidential callers shuMfe into his 
office «and hear his account of Mr 
Truman's activities, 

He runs through the day's calling 
list, ticking off the reasons. for the 
various visits, issues or  forewarns 
of any statement by the President 
that Js due that day, ond submits 
himself to all) and any  queations 
about the White House and its fare 
flung interests. 

Often enough ‘In tlme of — crisis, 
domestic or forelgn, he has the press 
into his oMfce several times p day; 
often while, say, crucial strike 
negotlations are going on In a back- 
room, he is at his desk until after 
midnight. ' 

Generally speaking, he 1s frank 
with’ the Press, indulging rarely in 
diversionary “no comments” or “I 
don't Know;" he seldom goes “off the 
record” clther, but allows news- 
pnpermen to quote his words direct, 
or else to attribute them to an un:
